The Super Bowl (Blame) Shuttle 


Did the S.F. Board of Supervisors complaining about the Super Bowl fumble, or did Mayor Ed Lee runa sneak play?

The party is over, the NFL own- 


ers are gone, and Super Bowl City is 
(partially) dismantled. Now the real 


games, over San Francisco’s hosting of 


the Super Bowl, can resume at City 
Hall: Was the deal that brought us the 
Super Bowl sneaked past the elected 
officials who spent the last month 
raising a fuss, or did the naysayers fail 
to notice until it was too late to do 
anything about it? 

Recall that the Board of Supervi- 
sors voted in 2012 to allow the Host 
Committee, a collection of local lu- 
minaries — including former Mayor 
Willie Brown, tech magnate Ron 
Conway, former Secretary of State 
Condoleezza Rice, and various oth- 
ers of our betters — to bid to host 
the Super Bowl. 

A bid, narrated by Mayor Ed 
Lee and some 49ers personnel, 
was submitted on an iPad Mini to 
the NFL, which announced Levi's 
Stadium would get the big game in 
2013. Terms of the bid were never 
returned to the Board, including 
the signed agreements from city 
officials like police Chief Greg Suhr 
and fire Chief Joanne Hayes-White 
not to recoup any of the $5 mil- 
lion-and-counting in costs from the 
NFL, 

This is in stark contrast to the 
city’s agreement to host the Ameri- 
ca’s Cup, which received a thorough 
grilling. Ergo, the Super Bowl deal

Cop Out 


The feds will review the 
SFPD, but critics dismiss the 
‘investigation’ as merely 
symbolic.

Nathan Ballard, a spokesman for 
the Host Committee, insists that 
any public official who wanted a 
briefing on the Super Bowl deal — 
including the agreement to foot the 
NFL's bill — received one. And eight 
supervisors, including Supervisor 
Jane Kim (who authored a resolu- 
tion to try to get the NFL to re-ne- 
gotiate) were briefed. 

“Their concerns 
over absorbed city 
costs were not 
raised during the 
38 months be- 
tween formally 
signing on for the 
bid in 2012 and 
Jane Kim suddenly 
making this an is- 
sue on December 7 
[2015],” Ballard wrote 
via email. 

Kim remembers it 
differently. “The first 
time [Host Committee 
CEO] Daniel [Lurie] came 
into my office was Nov. 
or Dec. 2015,” she says. 
And as for the costs? Kim 
has “no recollection” of any 
meeting outlining the cost, 
with anyone. 

“We tried to get a brief- 
ing in December — we 
weren't getting any info,” 
says Supervisor John 
Avalos, who also criticizes 
the deal, alleging it was 
specifically engineered 
never to suffer an Ameri- 


But instead of a Ferguson- or Balti- 
more-style probe, San Francisco police 
will get a “collaborative review” that 
watchdogs deride as toothless. Even 
worse, the feds won’t look into the 
Woods shooting (although three local 
investigations are pending). 

The DoJ’s Office of Community Ori- 
ented Policing Services (COPS), which 
is conducting the review, doesn’t have

the authority to enforce any recom- 
mendations. In fact, adopting those 
recommendations is voluntary. Nor 
will the agency monitor the SFPD once 
the review is over to ensure that any 
recommended reforms are made. 

Alan Schlosser, an attorney with 
the American Civil Liberties Union, 
welcomes federal intervention but 
is skeptical that a COPS review can

While Suhr attempted to fire the 
officers involved, Schlosser believes 
they’re “the tip of the iceberg” as far as 
police impropriety is concerned. The 
SFPD’s Office of Citizen Complaints 
is another hurdle. According to testi- 
mony that OCC director Joyce Hicks 
delivered before District Attorney 
George Gascon’s “blue ribbon” inves- 
tigatory panel in January, none of

Secret Ferret 


The ferret legalization 
movement is hampered by 
aneed for deep cover. 


Pat Wright loves ferrets — 
a forbidden love in California, where 
owning the animals has been illegal 
since 1933. The state’s complex eco- 
system and ferrets’ outlaw reputation 
as chicken killers make the weasel-like 
creature verboten here and in Hawaii. 

Like many ferret owners whose 
malfeasance gets reported to the 
Department of Fish and Wildlife, 
Wright says he’s paid a high price 
for his pets. He’s served 17 days ina 
maximum security prison, performed 
300 hours of community service, and 
shouldered civil lawsuits, all because 
he refuses to quit his decades-long 
crusade to grant ferrets the same le- 
gal standing as dogs and housecats. 

California ferret lovers circulated 
a petition to qualify ferret legaliza- 
tion for the 2016 ballot, but with 
only 10,000 signatures gathered, 
they fell far short of the 365,880 
required. Their next move, Wright 
says, is to form a Super PAC of 
ferret lobbyists, and recruit politi- 
cians sympathetic to their cause. 
(So far, nobody has endorsed 
them.) 

Momentum is slow-going, 
because ferret owners prefer to 
remain anonymous. Few will out 
themselves for fear of agents 
raiding their homes, as hap- 
pened to Wright in San Diego. 

Still, the Bay Area chapter of 
the Golden State Ferret Society 
boasts about a dozen dedicated 
members — whose last names 
and addresses are secret to Don- 
na Hazelwood, the society’s vice 
president. 

“We don't tell anybody we can’t 
trust. We don’t tell neighbors,” she 
says. But my ferrets are the only 
things I'd go to jail for.” - JL 


systemic and longstanding, and the 
only way to fix them is to have the full 
weight of law behind us,” Davis says, 
adding that “in a collaborative review, 
both sides are looking for concessions, 
and we didn’t want any concessions.” 

The DoJ subsequently launched 
a still-ongoing “pattern or practice” 
investigation of the Baltimore Police 
Department, which will result in 
mandatory, enforceable changes for 
both commanders and rank-and-file 
officers. 

Taina Vargas-Edmond, of Oakland’s 
Ella Baker Center for Human Rights, 
wants the same for the SFPD. She dis- 
misses the COPS review as “symbolic.’ 

“If they were serious about reform, 
they'd have a full civil rights review 
with teeth,” she says.

Ci BLACK HOMES MATTER 


The ‘Other’ Black and Brown Crisis 


While police violence seizes mainstream attention, the foreclosure crisis hasn't ended in black and brown communities. Just ask Mario Woods’ mother.

On asunny morning in early 
February, Jessie Tello sat in his wheel- 
chair in the front room of his modest 
home on Newcomb Avenue in the Bay- 
view District, located within sight — but 
today, thanks to a favorable breeze, not 
smell — of San Francisco’s main waste- 
water treatment plant. 

Through one of the large bay 
windows, Tello — a former Safeway 
employee in his 80s, now retired on 
a medical disability — could see the 
roughly 30 people gathered in his 
driveway. On the closed door of his ga- 
rage hung a huge banner: “Defender Mi 
Techo Es Mi Derecho,” it read, Spanish 
for “It is my right to defend my home.” 
As a former San Francisco mayoral 
candidate, a soon-to-be-termed out 
San Francisco supervisor, and the for- 
mer Green Party mayor of Richmond, 
Calif., went over their talking points 
and a couple of Spanish-language tele- 
vision reporters set up their cameras, 
Tello’s daughter, Juana, put a smaller 
bumper sticker above the banner: 
“KEEP HOODS YOURS.” 

The crowd was gathered in support 
of keeping the Tellos — Jessie, his 
daughter, his wife, and 10 other family 
members — in the house, which is no 
longer their legal property, and has 
been on the San Francisco Sheriff De- 
partment’s eviction list since October. 





Working class people, the Tellos 
achieved their piece of the American 
Dream when they bought the 
1,300-square-foot midcentury box in the 
late 1990s. Their mortgage was origi- 
nated by World Savings Bank — which 
later became famous for writing “pick-a- 
pay” loans with stupendous rates of de- 
fault. Soon enough, the Tellos’ personal 
foreclosure crisis began. 

Unable to keep up with payments, 
the family signed another mortgage in 
2003. This one was with Encore Credit 
Corporation, a now-defunct outfit 
that originated at least $23.3 billion in 
high-interest loans during the coun- 
try’s subprime meltdown, according to 
the Center for Public Integrity. (ECC’s 
assets were eventually purchased by JP 
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Morgan Chase; World Savings Bank’s, 
by Wells-Fargo.) 

Falling behind, the Tellos signed 
another mortgage with World Savings 
Bank. Yet another mortgage followed. 
By the time they were through, the 
Tellos owed $520,000 on a house that 
had originally cost under $300,000, 
property records show. 

The Tellos fared better than most: 
Fannie Mae took over the mortgage 
in 2011, and the Tellos held on to the 
house. 

But in the fall, Fannie Mae began 
marketing “underperforming” loans 
with big balances like the Tellos’ to 
Wall Street financiers. Fannie Mae 
still has the house (and has given the 
Tellos notice to quit) but perhaps not 
for long. In December, Fannie Mae 
announced 7,000 such loans had been 
sold to Goldman Sachs — which, only 
a few years earlier, had bet heavily that 
loans like the Tellos’ would fail. And by 
financiers’ standards, it had. 

Hence the crowd, the cameras, and 
the banner announcing that the Tellos 
would stand and fight. (What they 
would do if armed sheriff’s deputies 
arrived to take possession of the home, 
no one could say.) 

The episode underscores a hard 
reality for homeowners in the city’s 
still mostly working class southern and 
southeastern quadrants: The foreclo- 
sure crisis has not ended. As many as 
3,000 homes in San Francisco were at 
risk of foreclosure, a city controller’s 
report issued last year found. Half 
were in Bayview-Hunters Point, Visita- 
cion Valley, and the Excelsior districts. 

And many possibly solid loans, 
modified during the Great Recession 
under programs like the Home Afford- 
able Modification Program (HAMP), 
are now returning to original, unten- 
able terms, according to the Alliance of 
Californians for Community Empow- 
erment (ACCE), the nonprofit which 
organized the crowd outside Jessie 
Tello’s window. 

“It’s not over. It never ended,” says 
Supervisor John Avalos, the lone city 
elected official to show up to the Tellos’ 
home. “And San Francisco has done 
very little to help distressed home- 
owners.” (Avalos, too, found himself in 
mortgage trouble: Records show that 
his underwater Excelsior cottage was 
eventually sold at a short sale, and he’s 
still paying off the taxes.) 

Yet in the age of Black Lives Matter, 
when cellphone videos and dash- 
board-camera recordings of police 
killings capture attention and motivate 
protests, the foreclosure crisis has 


taken a backseat. There have been 
attempts to remix and rebrand — you 
will occasionally hear “Black Homes 
Matter” — but the loss of family 
homes, the kind of wealth that makes 
or breaks the middle class, hasn’t 
inspired anything like the massive pro- 
tests following the deaths of Freddie 
Gray, Mike Brown, Eric Garner, and 
Mario Woods. 

Gwendolyn Woods, Mario’s mother, 
is well aware of this. Eleven months be- 
fore she lost her son to a police bullet, 
she lost her home to a banker’s pen. 


Situated on a corner lot on a hill 
at the beginning of a cul-de-sac one block 
from Bayview Park, realtors would call 
the 942-square-foot home at 994 Le 
Conte Avenue charming. For Gwendolyn 
Woods, it was her birthright. The home 
was bought by her father, a worker for 
the Navy, which for almost 30 years was 
one of the biggest employers in the area. 
With her husband Michael, Gwendolyn 
Woods raised her three boys there — in- 
cluding Mario, born in 1989. 

Her subprime ordeal was even 
worse than the Tellos’. A veritable 
who's who of subprime lenders de- 
scended on Gwendolyn Woods, public 
records show: Option One Mortgage 
Corporation ($64.7 billion in high in- 
terest loans), Fremont Investment and 
Loan ($61.7 billion), and the Tellos’ old 
friend, World Savings Bank. In the end, 
it was local institution Wells Fargo that 
owned her mortgage, but that didn’t 
matter much. A few months after Ma- 
rio Woods was released from a prison 
stint for a robbery charge, the family 
home was sold for $580,000 to Nancy 
and Scott Olson, a couple from Bernal 
Heights. 

Gwendolyn Woods, who currently 
lives near Sacramento, declined an 
interview with SF Weekly. Speaking on 
her behalf, Adante Pointer, one of the 
attorneys handling the federal law- 
suit filed against the city and the San 
Francisco Police Department following 
her son’s death on Dec. 2, says the two 
events — the loss of her son and the 
loss of her home, twin nightmares of 
living in a low-income community of 
color in America — are connected. 
Over-policing and disproportionate 
arrest rates are poverty problems, and 
how to better cause poverty than the 
loss of wealth? 

“This was a family beset on all 
sides — it was just a parade of losses,” 
Pointer says, noting that both Michael 
Woods, Mario’s father, and a later fi- 
ancé of Gwendolyn Woods’s both died 
of illnesses before her son was shot. 
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“Losing the house was a big blow to the 
family... and [for Mario], coming home 
and not having that home base to rely 
on caused its own emotional trauma.” 

Foreclosure is one reason why 
San Francisco’s black population has 
dipped below 5 percent of the city’s 
total, the lowest since World War II. 
(Many activists claim it is 3 percent 
and dropping.) 

The graphic way Mario Woods’ life 
ended — 20 bullet wounds, some in 
the back, all witnessed by a busload 
of school children and posted to Ins- 
tagram within hours — explains the 
city’s rapid and decisive response to 
his death: Mayor Ed Lee and other 
supervisors called the incident a “firing 
squad,” July 22 was named “Mario 
Woods Day of Remembrance,” and 
the police department has pledged 
to review its tactics and use of force 
policies. 

But why wasn’t the city there when 
merely a home — and not a life — was 
at risk? 


A common rejoinder to tales of 
foreclosure woe is that the blame lies not 
with the mortgage company, but with 
the mortgage signer. “You should have 
known what you were signing up for,” 
this argument goes, “if you can’t afford 
it, too bad.” 

This conveniently ignores the 
wrongdoing admitted to by the coun- 
try’s financial institutions. And Amer- 
ica’s banks are not innocent. Last year, 
Chase Bank admitted to misplacing 
mortgage payment paperwork and 
signing off on other vital mortgage 
documents fraudulently in a $50 mil- 
lion settlement. Countrywide Finan- 
cial, which was found to have charged 
blacks and Latinos higher interest 
rates and higher fees, agreed to a $335 
million settlement. And Bank of Amer- 
ica, which had acquired Countrywide, 
was docked a record $16.65 billion by 
the Justice Department. (That fine 
must be viewed in context; according 
to the New York Stock Exchange, BoA 
had $623 billion in cash on hand at the 
end of the year.) 

Citywide, foreclosures are not a 
major issue in San Francisco. In 2014, 
the city’s foreclosure rate was 0.15 
percent, one-seventh the national 
rate. “We're not seeing [many] homes 
underwater,” said Brian Cheu, the 
director of community development 
at Lee’s Office of Housing and Commu- 
nity Development. “Nor are we seeing 
a large number of homes that need to 
renegotiate.” 

But then again, police shootings 


— there were six fatal officer-involved 
shootings in San Francisco in 2015 — 
impact only a small percentage of San 
Francisco families, too. 

And Bayview’s foreclosure rate was 
four times the citywide average. 

The same Controller’s Report that 
outlined the crisis offered solutions: 
The city could reduce a loan’s prin- 
cipal amount to help a homeowner 
get above water. Or the city could 
create an emergency program to help 
homeowners in default because of an 
expected crisis. 

The original ballot language that 
created Mayor Ed Lee’s Housing Trust 
Fund — which promises to eventually 
dish $50 million a year towards afford- 
able housing, which in San Francisco 
is typically below-market rate condo- 
miniums in otherwise unaffordable 
condo buildings — stated that the city 
would spend $18 million by 2018 to 
help homeowners. 

That would be enough to save 30 
Tello families, but thus far, none of 
this has happened. Qualifying for the 
city’s principal reduction program, 
good for only $50,000, has been very 
difficult, ACCE’s Grace Martinez says. 
No emergency program ever mate- 
rialized — and the Housing Trust 
Fund was modified to read, “up to $18 
million,” with no concrete goal or ac- 
countability. 

And even the BMR condos have a 
catch: There are no controls on a condo 
building’s homeownership associa- 
tion fees. So even if you win the BMR 
lottery and score a below-market-rate 
unit, there’s a possibility of displace- 
ment if your better-heeled neighbors 
elect to raise the HOA fees beyond 
what you can afford. 

“With the same impunity that police 
can come into our communities and 
shoot and kill a young man, banks 
came into these communities and 
made predatory loans,” says Ed Don- 
aldson, a Bayview native who worked 
as a loan counselor and is now work- 
ing at MAAT Community Partners, 

a community stabilization nonprofit 
that buys distressed homes and offers 
terms to the former homeowners can 
afford. 

MAAT has bought seven homes 
so far in Bayview, Donaldson says; it 
is one of the few such organizations 
working in the area. 

“Even though the banks have ad- 
mitted guilt, nobody says anything,” he 
says. “It’s, ‘Okay, that’s just the way life 
is in America.”

Tommy Chong's 
Last Laugh 


It was in a low-rent town in fly- 
over country, playing a gig in front of a 
crowd of squares and straights in the Ron- 
ald Reagan ’80s — the dark days of Just 
Say No, compulsory D.A.R.E. classes for 
children, and the crack-cocaine epidemic, 
all the things that led to our country’s cur- 
rent drug-fueled incarceration crisis — 
when Tommy Chong really blew his 
audience’s minds. 

Chong and his partner Cheech Marin 
had been plying their brand of stoner 
humor for almost two decades, their 
comedy LPs and films on the Hi-Fis and 
Betamaxes of cannabis users around 
the world. (And the pair would separate 
soon after, when Marin tried to make a 
break from the THC-fueled typecast and 
go for a straight-laced acting career.) But 





nameless “right-wing Christian” place 
Chong cannot recall — the still-bearded 
longhairs were not playing to their audi- 
ence. Still, the crewcuts paid to see these 
freaks, leftovers from the “60s, in action. 
And they were curious. 

“T remember some of them asking us 
about ‘this pot thing,” Chong recalls via 
telephone from his home in Pacific Pali- 
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sades. “And I said, “What if we’re right?” 

“Their response was very, ‘Ha, ha, 
ha, you know it'll never happen.’ But we 
turned out to be right.” 

So when did it stop being an act? 
When did the routine — the lazy 
speech, the forgetfulness, all the staples 
that have become etched in rock as ston- 





“Tt never did,” he says. “If it wasn’t 
for marijuana, I wouldn't be here today.” 


Now 77, Tommy Chong has been 
smoking marijuana for 60 years, since he 
was a 17-year-old high school dropout in 
(as he says) “Calgary, Alberta, Canada.” In 
that time, he has seen the plant go from 
ignored to accepted to outlawed, all the 
way back to almost normal again. 

Back in the 1950s, “it was basically 
legal,” he says, “because nobody knew 
what it was. You could smoke it any- 
where.” But times changed — oh, did 
they. His parents had a 
boarder who dealt dime 
bags. He was busted, and 
the cops came by the house 
and “jacked up” Chong’s 
father, a military vet and 
Chinese immigrant who 
had memories of marijua- 
na being used as a sacred 
healing herb in his native 
country. In Vancouver, 
where Chong opened up a 
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nightclub, narcs would “sit outside and 
try to bust us if we were smoking.” 

Somehow, instead of getting mad, 
Chong found it amusing. Where activ- 
ists or rebels might have felt righteous 
or outraged, he marveled at the absur- 
dity of it all. 

There’s a seminal scene early in 
Cheech and Chong’s first film, Up in 
Smoke, when a cop pulls the pair over. 
(Or, rather, they’re parked on the me- 
dian and a cop walks up to them, and 
Cheech is supposed to be deliriously 
high on acid — but, details.) 

“We're getting busted by the cops, 
and Cheech can’t stop laughing at him,” 
Chong says. “That’s what we basically 
did with the law: laughed in its face. And 
we still do.” 

These days, it’s hard to argue about 
who was right. Being known as the 
stoner’s stoner revived Chong’s stalled 
acting career, 
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when he was granted a recurring cameo 
role on the slyly cannabis-friendly That 
'70s Show in the 2000s. But then the 
reputation almost killed him. 

In the early 2000s, during the 
also-dark days of George W. Bush — 
whose Justice Department raided medi- 
cal marijuana providers in California for 
having as few as six cannabis plants — 
Chong was one of several dozen sellers 
of paraphernalia to get busted in “Op- 
eration Pipe Dreams,” when a pair of 
federal agents in Pittsburgh successfully 
ordered one of his bongs over the inter- 
net. (Similar stings reportedly involved 
thousands of law enforcement agents 
nationwide.) During his trial, Chong’s 
films were used as evidence against him, 
as were the half-serious interviews he 
gave to the media. As the federal prose- 
cutor huffed, “these films will be with us 
forever and children will rent these films 

forever.” 

Chong pleaded guilty and 
was sentenced to prison and 
probation — which he be- 
lieves is what led to his 2012 
cancer diagnosis. “I had to 
quit smoking pot for three 
years,” he says. He claims he 
had problems quitting, but 
with his system low in THC 

— which a Spanish study 
suggests shrinks or kills 
tumors — he was diagnosed 
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with low-level prostate cancer that he 
had nonetheless “had for a long time.” 
After getting through that, another rec- 
tal cancer diagnosis followed last year. 
He has treated his cancer, he says, by 
smoking as much marijuana as possible. 

It seems to be working. These days, 
Chong is keeping busy in business. He 
has a brand of cannabis called “Chong’s 
Choice,” a heavily marketable seal of ap- 
proval he grants to strains that meet his 
standards. He doesn’t have an opinion 
on the Adult Use of Marijuana Act, the 
Sean Parker-funded legalization effort 
vying for the November ballot, but 
believes that if legalization goes before 
California voters, it will win — and he is 
adamantly behind Vermont Sen. Bernie 
Sanders’ bid for president. 

As for the full turnaround for mar- 
ijuana in his lifetime? Chong says it’s 
happening. “If Obama’s cool, he'll do it 
this year,” he says. “If he’s not cool, the 
next guy will do it.” 

“And that’s a grin I can’t get off my 
face,” he says. “That’s on there perma- 
nently.”

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TOURISTS, TOWELBOYS, AND IMAGINARY CARPETS

Live in San Francisco long 
enough, and addresses of certain long- 
gone places will make you a little wistful. 
After 22 years, the ghosts that haunt me 
include the former Dark Room at 2263 
Mission St., the original Le Video at 
1239 Ninth Ave., and the second loca- 
tion of the Power Exchange at 74 Otis St. 

The original Power Exchange 
opened in February 1996 at 960 
Harrison St., with a second location 
on Otis Street opening three months 
later. Dubbed the Main Station, the 
Harrison location was pansexual, while 
the Substation on Otis was for gay and 
bi men. (Never quite enough places in 
this town for them, are there?) Both 
locations ran afoul of the city for as- 
sorted permit violations, and in 1999 
the Harrison location was closed for 
good, though by then the Otis location 
bore the distinction of being not only 
the city’s largest sex club, but the only 
licensed one, too — thanks to legisla- 
tion introduced by then-Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano in 1996 to establish standards 
for their operations. Power Exchange 
owner Michael Powers supported the 
legislation, noting that without it his 
club wouldn't be acknowledged as a 
legitimate business, while Mayor Willie 
Brown opposed it. 

I was a regular at the Power Exchange 
for a few years in the mid-aughts. Most 
nights, I just hung out in the fenced-off 
area of the basement Dungeon known 
as the Cage, where I made many new 
friends, and felt a sense of community 
stronger and more welcoming than any- 
where else in San Francisco’s sex culture. 

Early on one of my first nights there 
in 2006, I went into the upstairs wom- 
en's restroom. Studying myself in the 
mirror, I took out my eyeshadow and 
made a dark band across my eyes from 
temple to temple. With my bleached- 
blonde bangs edging close to my eye- 
brows, the makeup job resembled Daryl 
Hannah’s replicant Pris in Blade Runner. 
That was the intention, anyway. 

Upon arriving downstairs, I was 
promptly invited into the Cage bya 
transvestite named Robin, and she soon 
became one of my best friends there, 
someone | always looked forward to 
hanging out with. (It’s something that 
can't be overstated: so many people 
were just so nice at the Power Exchange.) 
Robin was about 6 feet tall with a long 
brown wig, and tended to wear demure 
blouses and skirts; she wasn’t shy about 
lifting up those skirts, or anything else. 

The consensus among the regulars in 
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the Cage was that I belonged, and being 
a carny at heart, Robin enjoyed showing 
me off: “Isn’t she hot? Look at those 
legs, and that face.” It was nice of her to 
say, but it didn’t stroke my ego as when 
different people throughout that eve- 
ning said I looked like “that one woman 
in Blade Runner.” Hotness is subjective 
at best, but you either look like Pris or 
you don’t, and independent verification 
suggested that I was pulling it off. Mis- 
sion accomplished! And I'd found a new 
home. 

By the way, Pris’ incept date is Feb. 
14, 2016. Celebrate Valentine’s Day 
accordingly. 


When you arrived at the Power 
Exchange in 2006, an imposing yet polite 
man at the door checked your ID, made 
sure you had a rudimentary understand- 
ing of what the club was about —i.e., that 
it was a wholly consent-based club where 
“no” meant “no,” and all sex was safe — 
and sized you up to ensure you weren't 
drunk or otherwise likely to cause trouble. 
This process could take a while with new- 
bies, especially as the pricing was ex-

plained: Thursdays and Sundays, men got 
in for $15; hetero couples were $10 total; 
and women got in free, whether they were 
cisgender or trans”. The definition of the 
latter was necessarily expansive, running 
the gamut from transgender women such 
as myself to weekend crossdressers, and 
were referred to in the local argot as 
“T-girls.” (I was fine with that term, and it’s 
still used as a positive self-identification in 
some circles, perhaps because it never 
leaked into the mainstream like certain 
other words that are now considered 
slurs.) 

On Friday and Saturday nights, cou- 
ples were a mere $20, and once again 
women — cis or trans* — got in free. 
Men in men’s clothing either shelled 
out $75 to enter wearing their street 
clothes, or paid $35 if — once inside 
— they took off their pants and wore a 
towel around their waist or went naked. 
Single men were referred to as Tourists, 
and those wearing towels were Towel- 
boys. (All Towelboys were Tourists, but 
not all Tourists were Towelboys.) On 
the third Saturdays, for the monthly 
Fetish Ball — themed nights, such as 
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the self-explanatory Swalloween Ball 

in October — everyone paid $20, and 
those were usually the busiest nights for 
cisgender people. 

The pricing is a crucial detail: other 
than Fetish Ball nights, T-girls of all 
stripes got in free, and were always 
welcome and protected inside, with zero 
tolerance of transphobia. This effective- 
ly doubled the number of completely 
safe places we could go late at night, 
the other being the trans* bar Divas on 
Post and Polk streets (which is another 
article altogether), and there was usually 
an influx of sex workers at the Power 
Exchange after Divas closed at 2 a.m. 
This is not to suggest that Divas and 
the Power Exchange were the only two 
options after sunset, and I knew many 
respectable trans* women who avoided 
both as a matter of principle, considering 
them ghettos to be risen above. But to 
me, it was important that both places ex- 
isted, particularly in a queer community 
that worships and rewards masculinity 
so much. 

This was also why I wasn’t bothered 
by the Tourists or the Towelboys, many 
of whom had their penises in their hand 
at any given time, just as the Power 
Exchange’s sub-gutter reputation sug- 
gested. I find cis male penises icky, but 
they did me no harm; boundaries were 
closely guarded, and nobody ever got 
closer to me than I wanted them to. Yes, 
they would often staaaaaaare, even when 
I was just sitting in the Cage writing in 
my notebook (and I got a lot of writing 
done there), but those men paying to 
get in subsidized me being there for free, 
and I owed them nothing in exchange. It 
bordered on a scam, and I loved it. 

Many people in the outside world told 
me how horrible the Power Exchange 
was, usually adding that they'd never 
once stepped foot inside, because they 
didn’t have to experience it for them- 
selves to know it was the worst. (It was 
the Jem and the Holograms of sex clubs, 
to put it in modern terms.) I’ve never 
had the patience for online debates, but 
Robin was active on the then-relevant 
tribe.net (which I always thought of as 
Friendster for Burners), and she told 
me that whenever she said anything 
positive about the Power Exchange, even 
simply suggesting that maybe it wasn't 
the dirtiest, most dangerous place in the 
history of ever, she would get flamed to a 
crisp by the guardians of San Francisco’s 
sexual hierarchy. 

Every culture is a ladder, and every 
ladder needs a bottom rung. That the 
bottom rung was also one of the only 
places where trans* women were always 
welcome was not lost on me. 


The most entertaining hate came 
from the San Francisco Chronicle's sex colum- 
nist. They never missed an opportunity to 
diss it and spread rumors about how filthy 
and dangerous it was, and they doubled 
down in their August 2007 “10 Worst 
Places to Have Sex in the City” column, a 
list that included the Westfield Mall, 
Golden Gate Park, and 17th and Capp 
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streets. You can guess what the worst was: 


1. The (New) Power Exchange 

That's right — the Bay Area’s most famous 
adult sexual play-space’s new digs (locally 
dubbed the Power Failure) is at the top of the 
worst list, and for good reasons. Why? Well, 
it's enough that locals who wander into the 
old digs want to autoclave their entire body 
when they leave, and women alone are notori- 
ously not physically safe outside the club 
during hours of operation. But the new space 
at 960 Harrison for gay and bimen seemed 
like such a great idea — until Bobby Trendy 
emerged from hibernation in his tulle-lined 
cave and advised the staff to include uphol- 
stered furniture and — cringe — carpeting. 


It gave me a good laugh,and not 
because of the hilarious “Power Failure” 
zinger, nor the notion that yet another 
space for gay and bi men was a great 
idea. I'd been living in San Francisco for 
13 years, so I liked to think I qualified 
as a ‘local,’ and empirical evidence also 
told me that the Otis location itself had 
been open for over a decade, and were 
the Power Exchange’s only digs since the 
960 Harrison location had closed several 
years prior. In fact, the Otis location’s 
all-male fourth floor closed in late 2006 
because of lack of business, since it was 
as necessary as another Starbucks. 

One of my rituals upon arriving at 
the Power Exchange was chatting with 
Aaron, the very sweet bouncer in the 
lobby. (He was sweet to me, anyway; as 
he once put it, “I’m an asshole, but I like 
you. ) His job was to check hand-stamps 
and make sure that men weren't trying 
to avoid taking their pants off if they’d 
only paid $35 on the weekend, while 
also determining that no men who were 
obviously high or drunk had made it 
past the outside door or the front desk. 
If the Harrison location had recently (re) 
opened in 2007, Aaron surely would 
have mentioned it, particularly since he 
enjoyed talking shop with me. 

I also saw the rather extensive 
cleaning procedures, and the strictness 
with which the safe-sex rules were 
enforced. Aaron told me the health 
inspector dropped in every few weeks 
and had never found more than a 
dozen errant condoms out of the hun- 
dreds that were used among the three 
floors that saw active business. I'd seen 
those floors getting mopped and sur- 
faces sprayed down on a nightly basis, 
which went against the conventional 
wisdom of the Power Exchange as a 
petri dish. Of course, I knew the club’s 
loyal opposition could accompany the 
health inspector and see all the past 
bills of health, yet still insist the Pow- 
er Exchange was a squalid pit where 
sexually-transmitted diseases not only 
became airborne, but grew teeth. 

I’m not suggesting the Power Ex- 
change was ever sterile enough to build 
microprocessors, or even that it was 
fluid-free from moment to moment. 
And sometimes one was compelled to 
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journey into the Exclusion Zone where 
someone's radioactive steam had bub- 
bled over, such as the night when the 
T-girl I was dating, Jezebel, waved me 
over after completing one of her fellatio 
marathons — it was her hobby — and 
we cuddled and made out on a bed 
which could be charitably described as 
“not dry.” Jezebel had put her glasses 
back on, and I kept mine on as a show of 
solidarity. If we'd been wearing braces, 
we would have been too adorable for 
words. 

At any given time, at least two men 
watched us over the low wall, while a 
third sat on the chair next to the bed. 
Jezebel told each one that she was 
spent, that she simply couldn’t suck 
any more dicks tonight. Her tally kept 


increasing: She told the first guy that 
she'd already sucked 11 dicks, the next 
guy that she'd sucked 12, then 13, 14, 
capping out around 18. I decided that it 
should be a prime number, and further- 
more, that the prime number should 

be 47. This led to a discussion between 
me and Jezebel about whether or not 
47 was a prime number. We were pretty 
sure it was, but it was three in the morn- 
ing and our math-brains weren't up for 
the task, so we asked every man who 
approached us if 47 was a prime num- 
ber. Curiously enough, they all ignored 
the question. 

Though condoms were abundant, 
there was a dearth of lube, and what 
lube was available wasn’t the prepack- 
aged kind found in every gay bar in town 
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— anda lot of the straight ones — but 
rather in those little plastic containers 
that taquerias use for salsa. Some nights 
I would walk around checking every pile 
or basket of condoms, obsessed with the 
lube-to-rubber ratio. But I never once 
felt the need to autoclave any part of 
my body, and I suspect I’m exposed to 
more pathogens working as a librarian 
nowadays than I ever was at the Power 
Exchange. 

Most significantly, there was no 
— cringe — carpeting. But there was 
carpeting at the SF Citadel at 1277 Mis- 
sion St., which was often touted as the 
anti-Power Exchange. 

The Citadel was as respected as the 
Power Exchange was disreputable — al- 
though for as oftenas people »)p12 
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told me that the Power Exchange was 
the worst and the Citadel was the best, 
they weren't entirely equivalent. The 
Power Exchange was something of a 
playground, open set hours four nights 
a week for anyone down for whatever 
(though only with full consent on both 
sides), and one was likely to make new 
friends and lovers there. The Citadel 
would often have events and classes all 
through the week, though the majority 
of those required reservations, and if 
you didn’t have everything arranged 
beforehand with a partner, there wasn’t 
much point. Which was fine, there’s 
room for both kinds of venues — and 
there were some nights at the Citadel, 
such as the Dog and Pony Show in 2007, 
that will always stay with me — but the 
dichotomy was firm: Citadel good, Power 
Exchange bad, full stop. 

Also, and this was a big deal, the Cita- 
del was not a sex club. Indeed, there was 
a sign at the front desk reading THIS 
IS ABDSM CLUB, NOT A SEX CLUB, 
THERE IS A DIFFERENCE! Though the 
Citadel was not a sex club, sex was had 
there, and there was carpeting down- 
stairs where I observed the majority of 
the sex-having taking place. I could only 
assume that the real-life upholstered 
furniture and carpeting at the Citadel 
were acceptable in a way that the Power 
Exchange’s make-believe carpeting was 
not. Maybe the Citadel’s were Scotch- 
garded or something. 


The Power Exchange on Otis was 


shuttered in mid-November 2008, and I 
was fortunate enough to close out the final 
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Swalloween Ball. (Everything is a little sur- 
real at four in the morning, but seeing the 
white lights come on at the Power Ex- 
change was especially so.) Attempts to re- 
locate around the corner at 44 Gough the 
following April were derailed when a 
neighborhood resident circulated a flyer 
reading “Did you know that a large sex 
club is opening in your neighborhood?”, 
which led to permit questions, and the 
lease was promptly terminated. 

Next Stop: The Tenderloin. The 
Power Exchange moved into 34 Ma- 
son in early September 2009, and 
within days neighborhood activists 
told the media that they were 
going to express their displeasure, 
primarily by asking city agencies 
to make sure the club’s permits 
were up to date. After 34 Mason 
failed its fire inspection, the 
Power Exchange re-reopened the 
following February at 220 Jones, 
the former location of (among many 
other things) the New Meat Campus 
Theatre, which had been SF Weekly’s 
“Best Place to Go Online Naked” in 
2001. 

As building owner Terence Alan 
pointed out in 2010, the Jones property 
had been in the “adult entertainment 
business” in one form or another for 
over half a century — certainly since 
before the elementary school called the 
San Francisco City Academy had moved 
in next door in 1997. In protesting 
the opening of the Power Exchange (a 
business that is only open at night, 
when school is not in session) in the 
already crime-ridden neighborhood, 


the Academy’s principal went straight 
for the Helen Lovejoy, won’t-some- 
body-please-think-of-the-children tack: 
“There are 3,500 kids in this community. 
They're poor, they’re scared, and a lot of 
them don’t speak English. They have no 
voice.” 











The Power Exchange remains the 
scourge of thousands of scared children 
to this day, and has a curious neighbor: 
the SF Citadel, now a couple blocks away 
at 181 Eddy. The Citadel’s lease on its 
Mission space ended in late 2011, and 
after zoning issues made a proposed 
new space at 363 Sixth Street un- 
tenable, by the following July they'd 


joined their troublesome cousin in 


the Tenderloin. (Perhaps because it’s 
on the same block as the indie Exit 
Theater and the all-male Tea Room 
porn theater, one promoter referred 
to the Citadel’s new location as being 
“in the theater district,” which is true 
in a squint-and-use-your-imagina- 
tion kind of way.) If there were any 
protests about a BDSM club — not 
a sex club! — moving into a neigh- 
borhood full of children with no 
voice, they were ignored by the 
same local media that had 
breathlessly covered the Pow- 
er Exchange brouhahas. 
Though I was initially 
troubled by the fact that 
women (or “Singles in Fe- 
male Attire,” to be precise) 
now have to pay $5 during 
the week and $10 on Friday 
and Saturday to get into the 

Power Exchange, the website 

fails to mention that, as at 
Divas, women get in free before 
11 p.m. That helps, as does the fact 
that the Jones location is now open 
seven days a week (as opposed to just 
Thursday through Sunday). Even $5 
can be a burden for T-girls needing 
someplace safe to go late at night, 
but such is the economy. 

The old Power Exchange never got 
much credit for its decor, probably 
because that would require it getting 
credit for being anything other than 
the worst, and I’m pleased to report 
that the Jones location’s aesthetic 
is as kitschy-in-good-way as ever: 
superhero symbols in the entryway, 
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hand-decorated theme rooms in the 
basement (such as Medieval, Mardi 
Gras, Renaissance, and one whose 
theme seems to be just “Vines!”), and 
spinning colored lights throughout. 
I’ve never confirmed this, but I’ve al- 
ways suspected that most of the Pow- 
er Exchange's lighting was bought at 
Spencer’s Gifts. 

There have been technological 
updates, too. The televisions playing 
porn are now flat screens — although 
some tend to be stuck on the DVD 
menu, just like back in the day — and 
there is a greater use of LED lights. 
Best of all, the hashtag #POWEREX- 
CHANGE is in big raised letters in 
the main room, even though patrons 
are of course asked to turn off their 
phones when entering. 

But while I hope it continues to 
exist in one form or another, it’s 
just not my scene anymore. I feel 
unsafe in that area the way I never 
did around Otis, though I find the 
Power Exchange’s block of Jones to 
be less seedy than the Citadel’s block 
of Eddy. I haven’t seen any of my 
old friends on the few occasions I’ve 
gone, and I’m in a different place in 
my life. 

But right now, there’s somebody 
for whom the 2016 Power Exchange 
is just what they need, and in 2026 
they'll talk about how much they miss 
the old Jones location. Everybody’s got 
somewhere they call home.

Walk down Mission Street, 

and you may not even notice the St. 
James Infirmary. There’s no sign on the 
door, and the doctors inside won't be 
wearing white coats — but inside this 
groundbreaking health clinic, lives are 
being changed. A peer-based operation 
(many of the staff come from the com- 
munity they serve), the St. James Infir- 
mary serves the sex worker and 
transgender communities, ensuring they 
have access to services ranging from hor- 
mone replacement therapy to some- 
where safe to use the internet. It’s the 
namesake of activist Margo St. James, 
who fought a long crusade against the 
stigmas surrounding sex work, tirelessly 
fighting for the rights of society’s most 
marginalized individuals. 

The battle continues, as the staff of St. 
James recently learned they would need 
to relocate from their South of Market 
digs or face a potential eviction. 

While the St. James Infirmary offi- 
cially began as a weekly pop-up oper- 
ating out of City Clinic on Seventh and 
Market streets in 1999, its existence is 
predicated on St. James’ advocacy. In 
1973, she founded Call Off Your Old 
Tired Ethics, or COYOTE, an offshoot 
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of her previous organization, WHO: 
Whores, Housewives, and Others. 
(“Others” references the lesbian com- 
munity.) COYOTE battled discrimina- 
tory policy against sex workers across 
the U.S., leading to the decriminaliza- 
tion of prostitution in Rhode Island 
and a focused spotlight on the issues 
sex workers face. 

In the late 1990s, St. James’ po- 
sition as their champion led a female 
sex worker — who was held at the San 
Francisco County Jail at 850 Bryant 
St. — to call her after being subjected 
to an involuntary blood draw. 

Stephany Ashley, the executive di- 
rector of St. James Infirmary, explains 
it was then common practice for the 
city Department of Public Health’s 
STD Prevention and Control Unit to 
partner with the Sheriff’s Department 
to test known sex workers in custo- 
dy. St. James reached out to Jeffrey 
Klausner, then the head of the STD 
Prevention and Control Unit, who was 
receptive to her suggestion that a peer- 
based health care organization was 
needed in the sex worker community. 
A partnership between COYOTE, the 
Exotic Dancers Alliance, and the STD 
Prevention and Control Center was 
forged, and the St. James Infirmary

was born. 

In total, Ashley estimates that it 
takes 50 people to make St. James run, 
including 15 paid staff members. In 
total, more than 3,500 individuals have 
medical records with the clinic, mean- 
ing that time and supplies are always in 
high demand. Ashley emphasizes the 
importance of volunteers to the day-to- 
day success of the health clinic. 

“There’s this wealth of physicians, 
including nurse practitioners, medical 
doctors and so on, that are compelled 
by the mission and want to volunteer 
their time,” she says. 

The St. James Infirmary offers 
primary medical care, STI and HIV 
testing, reproductive health care, vac- 
cinations, mental health care, Narcan 
distribution, a needle exchange, over- 
dose prevention training, and support 
groups. 

However, Medical Director Dr. 
Pratima Gupta says added resources 
like a clothing closet, hot meals, and 
reiki massage are what really set the 
clinic apart. It’s even developing a Bad 
Date app to alert users about reports 
of clients who are abusive or renege on 
payments. Safety and security for their 
patients is paramount at St. James, as 
is an emphasis on the judgment-free

manner in which care is provided. 

“If I see a transgender patient for a 
cough,” Gupta says, “I’m not going to 
ask if they've had FTM Top surgery, 
because what does that have to do with 
their cough?” 

St. James offers appointments and 
weekly drop-in hours, in addition to a 
phone line where anyone is welcome to 
call and arrange to be seen. The clinic 
operates during the evening, which 
means the medical professionals donat- 
ing their time are often rushing over 
from their day practices in order to 
volunteer their time. 

Gupta acknowledges that the St. 
James environment isn't a fit for every- 
one, noting that clinicians are required 
to set up their own exam rooms and 
clean them between appointments. 
There is also no electronic medical 
record to consult, elements that lead 
Gupta to affectionately deem St. James 
a “by-your-bootstraps” type of clinic. 

The wealth of aid offered by the St. 
James Infirmary isn’t limited to those 
who visit the clinic’s physical location. 
Outreach is another fundamental plat- 
form of their mission, with teams being 
sent to distribute supplies to those in 
need on the streets of the Mission, the 
Tenderloin, SoMa, and Polk Street. As 
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part of their venue-based outreach, St. 
James representatives regularly visit 
strip clubs and massage parlors around 
the city to offer everything from Tiger 
Balm to condoms. Ashley says that not 
every strip club is entirely welcoming 
of these efforts, but they’ve built many 
relationships over the years. 

For Gupta, one of the main draws of 
working with St. James is the chance 
to help educate the community at large 
that sex work can be a choice. While 
condemning forced labor of any kind, 
she feels many people assume that sex 
work is always something people are 
forced into. It’s a misconception she is 
eager to change. 

“St. James [provides] services to 
participants in a setting where they feel 
safe,” she says. “They don’t have to risk 
being judged about what they’re doing, 
or worry that we'll try to convince 
them to do something else.” 

Precious Lovely first discovered the 
clinic after moving up the coast from 
Santa Barbara in 2014. It was a col- 
league at the Haight Ashbury Walden 
House who first told her about the 
infirmary. 

“When I arrived, they [helped me to 
get] all of the resources I needed,” she 
says. “They went over and be- »> p16 
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yond to make sure my person was OK.” 

Lovely says that St. James assisted 
her with estriol and hormone treat- 
ment therapy, in addition to counsel- 
ing and case management. She says that 
without St. James, she isn’t sure where 
she'd be right now. 


Unfortunately, the St. 
James Infirmary was also recently 
unsure of where it might be in the fu- 
ture. In July 2015, Ashley learned that 
Mercy Housing California had sold the 
building at 1372 Mission Street that 
houses the clinic to a “high-net worth 
real estate owner” (in the words of the 
Registry SF, a real estate news publica- 
tion). Michael Taquino, a listing agent 
who brokered the sale, told The Registry 
that the buildings would be rehabilitat- 
ed into “desirable creative space[s]” at 
short-term leases, a prospect unlikely to 
help the thousands of clients who rely on 
St. James. In addition to the St. James 
Infirmary, the sale has also displaced the 
Transgender Gender Variant Intersex 
Justice Project, which operated out of 
the same space. 

Aware that the building’s new owners 
wanted St. James out, and could enforce 
a 30-day eviction once they took owner- 
ship, Ashley immediately began search- 
ing for a new home. 

“Moving a medical clinic in a month 
is not a task you want to take on,” she 
says. 

With the exorbitant price of real es- 
tate in San Francisco, Ashley knew that it 
would take the generosity of the commu- 
nity to help St. James pull off its move. 
Inspired by an anonymous benefactor’s 
offer to match up to $25,000 in dona- 
tions, the St. James Infirmary launched 
a GoFundMe campaign in October in 
hopes of pulling it together — a goal that 
took just three days to reach. 

“We were completely blown away 
by the amount of support we received,” 
Ashley says. “It was just not what we 
were expecting at all, and it was really 
heartening.” 

Additional donations, bolstered by 
further offers of matching contributions, 
helped St. James Infirmary raise over 
$75,000 to subsidize the move. Ashley 
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says support came in other forms, such 
as people calling in with tips on potential 
new locations. Through a bit of what 
Ashley calls “incredible serendipity,’ she 
found a Tenderloin health care clinic that 
had fallen into disuse. While citing the 
benefits of having a laboratory and exam 
rooms already built out, she’s also happy 
to have found a location with sinks in the 
right places. And relocating to the T.L. 
means St. James’ target community can 
still access its services with ease. 

While the ink isn’t dry and lease nego- 
tiations remain ongoing, work has already 
begun to modify the space at 234 Eddy St. 
With many of the necessary fixtures al- 
ready in place, most of the labor revolves 
around giving the clinic’s new facility the 
same personal touches that make its cur- 
rent home such a welcoming space. Post- 
ers from Margo St. James’ campaign to 
run for Board of Supervisors and posters 
from the Exotic Dancer's Alliance’s efforts 
in the 1990s to unionize strip clubs will 
adorn the waiting room, and there are 
hopes of commissioning a community 
mural as well. 

Ashley hopes to make the move at 
some point in February. The staff has 
already begun the tasks of painting the 
walls and moving supplies to their future 
home. For the time being, things continue 
at the current location on Mission, mak- 
ing for busy days and long nights for the 
dedicated personnel that have made the 
St. James Infirmary their labor of love. 

Gratitude for the immense support St. 
James has received extends beyond just 
the staff. Lovely says it’s “truly amazing” 
how the community responded, and 
hopes to see Mayor Ed Lee take a more 
active interest in the clinic’s work. 

She believes a second St. James loca- 
tion is needed, and hopes the resources 
she’s so grateful to have received can be 
extended to help even more members 
of the sex worker and transgender com- 
munity. 

“Being a client of St. James really 
helps you to continue on your path of 
life,” she says. “They give you all the 
solutions to the problems that are oc- 
curring in your life.”

LOVEIN THE TIME OF OPERA 


It’s been 15 years since Alexander Chee released 
his award-winning autobiographical novel Edin- 
burgh, about a Korean-American boy growing up 
in Maine. Not to say he’s been idle — between 
teaching, publishing essays, earning awards, fel- 
lowships, and grants, he’s been doing tremen- 
dous research on our behalf. At nearly 600 pages, The Queen of the Night is an 
epic novel that begins in the ranges of Minnesota and ends in the palaces of the 
Second French Empire. It is rich with detail and context, dripping with filigrees 
and political machinations. Chee’s main character, an opera singer who often 
plays mute along her path from circus performer to courtesan to powerhouse on 
the Paris stage, brings us into intimate contact with formidable historic charac- 
ters such as the Empress Eugenie and Comtesse de Castiglione, both of whom 
wielded style and speculation like weaponry. (Eugenie made it a rule that no 
guest could wear the same dress twice in her presence; the Comtesse was re- 
nowned for having spent 10 years photographing her finest clothes.) Along the 
way, we learn something of love, betrayal, and the potential of a great voice.

Building Anew 


The Berkeley Art Museum and Pacific Film Archive (BAMPFA) reopens in anew location with a bold exhibit on architecture.

In its December 19, 1953 profile 
of the Museum of Modern Art, The New 
Yorker quoted the museum’s founding di- 
rector, Harvard-educated Alfred H. Barr, 
Jr., as saying this about art institutions: 
“The historical museum has to be very 
conservative and careful in its choices. 
The modern museum, on the other hand, 
has to be audacious, to take chances. It 
has to consider the probability that it 
would be wrong in a good many cases and 
take the consequences later.” 

BAMPFA, UC Berkeley’s art museum 
and film center, has moved to a new 
$112 million home near downtown 
Berkeley. In doing so, it has definitely 
taken chances — on its 83,000-square- 
foot building, a multi-era mix of re- 
vamped, 1930s Art Deco and modern 
stainless-steel texture that resembles 
an ornamental “spine”; and also on 
its inaugural exhibit, “Architecture of 
Life.” The show consists of 250 pieces of 
architecture-related art, some of which 
is instantly recognizable as beautiful 
but some of which details the utter 
inhumanity and soul-destruction that 
buildings — physical structures and 
emotional ones — can impose on people 
and entire communities. 

In the latter, “imposed-upon” cate- 
gory: Planta (2008), a dystopian 3D film 
by Argentine artists Leon Ferrari and 
Gabriel Rud, that imagines a building 
of workers piled together like drone-ish 
statues — all steely and stiff, frozen in 
their feet as the camera sweeps past 
packed meeting rooms and unoccupied 
toilets, as wildly dissonant music (or- 
chestrated by Ezequiel Finger) plays in 
the background. For anyone who's ever 
felt trapped by working spaces that feel 
like cubicle prisons, Planta — which is 
all of five minutes long — will feel like 


an atmospheric nightmare. 

Then there is Till Roeskens’ 2009 
Video Mappings: Aida, Palestine, in which 
the French artist interviews Palestinians 
in the Aida refugee camp. Through ele- 
mental drawings that Roeskens films, 
they explain what it’s like to live under 
the Israeli occupation of the West Bank.

Using black markers on white sheets 

of paper, residents sketch simple lines 
and arrows that become narrative maps 
of the camp, including Israel's military 
outpost and Separation Wall, which 

has severely curtailed what was once a 
thriving community where Palestinian 
shopkeepers welcomed Jewish pilgrims 
to nearby Rachel’s Tomb. The camp has 
existed for more than 60 years, and Isra- 
el’s most recent walls and architectural 
build-up have divided families from one 
another, subjecting them to economic 
hardships that — through the child- 
like drawings we see, and the voices we 
hear — come alive in Roeskens’ 46-min- 
ute film, which has won international 
awards for its exploration of the Israe- 
li-Palestinian divide. 

At first glance, it’s hard to see the 
“architecture” in Stephen Kaltenbach’s 
gigantic painting, Portrait of My Fa- 
ther, which shows him in a frail state 


of late-stage Alzheimer’s, lying face 
up — a Moses figure covered with a 
white netting that acts almost like a pre- 
death shroud. Portrait of My Father is a 
haunting piece that BAMPFA curators 
say “conveys the impression that we are 
witnessing an event that is woven into 
the timeless structure of the cosmos.” 
That’s certainly one 
way to see it. BAMPFA 
gave itself a wide man- 
date for “Architecture 
of Life,” which lets it 
showcase such things 
as a 16th-century 
Tibetan mandala; a 
series of Ruth Asawa 
wireworks; a Marcel 
Duchamp piece that’s 
a mini-retrospective of 
his famous output (yes, 
a thimble-sized toilet 
is there); Gordon Mat- 
ta-Clark’s photographs of broken-win- 
dowed Bronx housing projects (Window 
Blow-Out); and Tomas Saraceno’s spi- 
der-web art, which uses real silk from 
the arachnids’ spinnerets to create fan- 
tastical labyrinths under lighted glass. 
Saraceno and Matta-Clark studied archi- 
tecture in academia, with Matta-Clark 
(who died at age 35 in 1978, from can- 
cer) rejecting the formalist traditions he 
encountered at Cornell University. 
Matta-Clark, who was known for 
ripping apart houses for art projects and 
who once said of his architecture profes- 
sors, I hate what they stand for,” may 
have hated BAMPFA’s new building, too. 
“Too pretty and even precious” might be 
his critique. But the previous BAMPFA 
building, located for decades on Ban- 
croft Way, was seismically troubled. And 
by modern museum standards, where 
the architectural apex is represented 
by Frank Gehry’s wavy, shimmering 


Guggenheim Museum Bilbao, the new 
BAMPFA isn’t decadent. Not at all. 

Before it became the new BAMPFA, 
the building at the corner of Oxford and 
Center streets was a printing plant — an 
ivory-colored building with milky win- 
dows to which few people gave a second 
thought. One hundred million dollars 
later, everything has changed. With its 
large peekaboo windows on both sides, 
BAMPFA invites passersby to look 
inside and see the spectacle — the ware- 
house feel, the clean sight-lines, and 
the multiple levels. From Center Street, 
the one-story-high “Art Wall,” has as its 
first, temporary offering a monumental 
inked mural by the great Chinese artist 
Qiu Zhijie called The World Garden. It’s 
an idealized map of physical and intel- 
lectual geography, where everything is 
seamlessly connected and balanced in 
nature. In it, an “Islamic Garden” sits 
next to a plain called “General Life,” 
which is close to a “French Formal 
Garden,’ all of which are below an area 
labeled “Picturesque Theory.” Written 
in both English and Chinese, the map 
borrows from traditional Chinese brush 
painting, an inspired overture that 
demands contemplation. To do that, 
BAMPFA also commissioned a wooden 
seating area that slopes downward, am- 
phitheater-style. On opening day, lots of 
people snuggled there on cushions, tak- 
ing pictures of Qiu’s work or just taking 
a breather from taking it all in. 

There’s a lot to take in at BAMPFA, 
including side galleries, film theaters 
large and small, workshop spaces, and 
— if you're a researcher — all the study 
centers and research rooms. On the Ad- 
dison Street side, BAMPFA has an LED 
screen that, on opening day, showed 
an odd art film, while the main theater 
inside was screening an avant-garde 
movie where shapes danced around like 


amoeba under a microscope. People sat 
in droves, waiting in lines for galleries 
without even caring what was there. “Do 
you know what’s in the gallery?” one 
patron asked another, who was waiting 
patiently for Saraceno’s spider-web art. 
“No,” the person said — to which the oth- 
er patron said, “All right!” 

Charles Renfro, partner of the New 
York architectural firm Diller Scofidio + 
Renfro, which designed BAMPFA, has 
predicted the museum “will become 
a new social and cultural hub for the 
entire region.” We will see about that. 
But BAMPFA’s programming has always 
had a sterling, well-deserved reputa- 
tion for art and film alike. And its new 
building, which is located just a minute’s 
walk from BART’s downtown Berkeley 
station, offers a more convenient des- 
tination than its previous incarnation. 
If that building was one-third bigger 
in size, this one has more burrows — 
smaller spaces that break up a visit into 
more concentrated areas. Not everyone 
will like that. Ultimately, BAMPFA’s 
new architecture is merely the salve — 
the ornamental salve — that helps get 
people inspired, and the only thing that 
matters is the personal connection that 
art-goers have with the building or the 
actual art. “Architecture of Life” offers a 
thousand ways to connect with the feeling 
of architecture — from conventional 
plans to structures that dehumanize 
people to what can be called mystical 
glimpses of the foundations that make up 
people’s lives and follow them into death.

The head of an angry man 
-creature — tattooed in white lines that 
crisscross almost every patch of his skin 
— shouts out the word “Another.” 
Another what? Another drink? 
Around the same time someone drew 
this on the boarded-up wall, another 
person added the word “Pretty.” And 
someone else added “Lenny!” And yet 
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someone else added, “Interference = 
Flairs.” The street art is an old-fash- 
ioned “pile-on” work, done by anony- 
mous taggers and artists, that city of- 
ficials usually consider an eyesore. The 
building’s owner might even be fined 
if the scribbles and artwork aren't re- 
moved soon. 

But this street art is in an alley 
that, while close to marquee shopping 
centers and “trending” restaurants, is 
more known for the drug users who 
frequent its sidewalks, and the tran- 
sients who use its cement for multiple 
purposes. It may be months before 
city officials even notice the work, and 


that’s a good thing, because — like a 
review on Yelp, whose headquarters is 
located just four blocks away — the art 
will see even more additions the longer 
it’s up. That will add different dimen- 
sions. And on any given day, more 
people may see this work than go into 
the nearby International Art Museum 
of America. 

Whether passers-by consider this 
Minna Street work “art” is another 
question. But it’s good to remember 
the words of Keith Haring, who hada 
penchant for words and once said that, 
“Art is nothing if you don’t reach every 
segment of the people.” 


Every day, scores of peo- 
ple walk up and down near- 
by Sixth Street. For those 
who turn into this part of 
Minna Street, a growing 
public canvas is waiting for 
them. The people who start- 
ed this work certainly had 
fun doing it. One person’s 
eyesore is another person’s 
public playground, where 
scribbled letters and the 
heads of angry man-crea- 
tures are a pretty thing, in- 
deed. — Jonathan Curiel

When I first told my father that 
I was a stripper, he said he was proud of 
me.

My mother, a liberal’90s mom, 
never gave me ‘the talk” about men- 
struation and contraception because | 
think she just assumed I had absorbed 
the information over years of her pro- 
choice tirades. I wasn't raised with re- 
ligion, but our family had clear values 
about labor and reproductive rights. 

This is why I’m so nervous about 
the upcoming California 
Occupational Safety and 
Health Standards 
board meeting in 
Oakland on Feb. 
18. The board 
will listen to 
public com- 
ment before 
voting ona 
proposed set 
of regulations 
for California’s 
adult film indus- 
try. Unfortunately, 
the regulations in 
question are severely 
out of touch with the reali- 
ties of the workplace. They stand 
to put the lives and livelihoods of 
performers at risk by abandoning the 
current comprehensive STI screening 
system in favor of relying on condoms 
and other protective gear, such as 
goggles, gloves, and dental dams for 
all vaginal, anal — and even oral — 
sex acts on film. Severe fines of up to 
$25,000 await those who violate the 
proposed regulations, thus criminal- 
izing condom-less porn and driving 
it underground or out of state, where 
Cal/OSHA regulations can’t reach 
them. 

“These are regulations designed for 
medical settings, and are unworkable 
on an adult film set — or even a Hol- 
lywood film set,” says Diane Duke, a 
former Planned Parenthood executive 
ad former CEO of the Free Speech 
Coalition (an organization that lobbies 
on behalf of the adult industry). Duke 
led campaigns to block condom man- 
dates three times in the course of her 
career before stepping down from her 
position in November. 

“This regulation is based on noth- 
ing but moral prejudice,” says Eric Paul 
Leue, Free Speech Coalition’s current 
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executive director. Leue is also a mem- 
ber of the L.A. County Commission on 
HIV and last year was named one of 
the top 15 HIV Advocates to watch in 
the coming year by HIV Plus magazine. 

To be clear, the porn industry isn’t 
anti-condom; it is pro-choice. Current- 
ly, several studios shoot exclusively 
with condoms, and many others give 
performers the option to use condoms 
in addition to the comprehensive 
— and, at $250 a pop, pricey — STI 
screening we must undergo no more 
than 14 days prior to every shoot. 

Condoms are great at preventing 
STI transmission, but they’re not the 
only choice available. The Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention rec- 
ommends a multi-pronged approach 
to combat HIV transmission effec- 
tively, including testing, barriers, and 
pre-exposure prophylactics (PrEP). 

The adult industry’s self-imposed 
practice of STI screenings and op- 

tional condom usage has 
resulted in zero on- 
set transmissions 
in California in the 
past decade. From 
an epidemiological 
standpoint, going 
after the adult 
industry to fight 
HIV/AIDS is a 
gross waste of 
money, time, 
and resources — 
especially while 
the financial bur- 
den of combat- 
ting the epidemic 
is estimated to grow 
co by $12 billion in the 
xe next four years. 
“Cal/OSHA provides reg- 
ulations that should be protecting 
the employee, but this was created 
without any real performer input,” 
Leue adds. “We appeal strongly to 
the [Cal/OSHA] board members to 
restart this process with performers at 
the table, so that we can build regula- 
tions that will improve the health and 
well-being of performers.” 

I was raised to understand that labor 
rights are about listening to the needs 
of workers and ensuring that their 
health and well-being are protected. 

My mother always told me that no one 
has the right to make choices about my 
reproductive rights — be it abortion, 
birth control, or prophylactics. If it’s 
happening to my body, it should be my 
choice.

Rated R. Opens Friday at the Alamo

Metreon 16, the Sundance Kabuki 
Cinemas, and the Stonestown Twin. 
“My mission is to pick the flowers, not 
the weeds.” So says Michael Moore 
early on in his hilarious new documen- 
tary Where to Invade Next, in which he 
visits — that is, “invades” — a range of 
foreign countries to figure out what 
things they’re doing right and America 
is doing wrong. The countries in ques- 
tion are Italy, France, Finland, Slovenia 
(not Slovakia), Germany, Portugal, 
Norway, Tunisia, and Iceland, and the 
picture is Moore’s usual mix of comedy 
and truth bombs. In each country, he 
speaks to people from various walks of 
life about things such as Italy’s legally 
mandated seven weeks of paid vaca- 
tion, Slovenia’s free college system, 
Portugal’s lack of drug laws, or how 
Germany pays its workers a comfort- 
able wage and requires company 
boards to include employees. More im- 
portantly, Germany doesn’t shy away 
from remembering that whole Nazi 
unpleasantness, and teaches children 
about the horrible things in their coun- 
try’s past in ways that, say, Texas text- 
books do not. Especially effective is the 
segment about gender equality, which 
includes a lyrical interlude set to 
Bjork’s (instrumental) “Overture” 
from Dancer in the Dark. Where to In- 
vade Next is everything right-wingers 
(as well as some leftists) hate about 
Moore, though as always, the truth is 
probably somewhere in between. Ora 
little left of the center, anyway.

Southbound

Southbound is that rarest of creatures: a 
satisfying horror anthology film. Pro- 
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duced by Roxanne Benjamin, it has 
eight credited writers and four direc- 
tors — one of whom, Radio Silence, is 
four guys — but a geographical conti- 
nuity allows Southbound to hold to- 
gether as a cohesive experience ina 
way that Benjamin’s V/H/S anthology 
series did not. In Radio Silence’s “The 
Way Out,” a pair of bloodied men 
speed along a highway to escape skele- 
tal wraiths on their tail; in Roxanne 
Benjamin’s “Siren,” a touring band 
runs afoul of a very strange desert 
family; the high point, David Bruck- 
ner’s claustrophobic and grisly “Acci- 
dent,” follows a very average man as he 
attempts to save the life of awoman 
he ran over; in Patrick Horvath’s “Jail- 
break,” a less average man attempts to 
free his sister from a cult; and a home 
invasion gone wrong in Radio Silence’s 
“The Way In” serves as a prequel to 
“The Way Out.’ The dusty southwest- 
ern locales give the picture a Rob Zom- 
bie/John Carpenter vibe,while Wendigo 
director Larry Fessenden as an unseen 
DJ bridging the stories makes South- 
bound a sort of Twilight Zone: The 
Movie for the modern era, but one that 
can actually answer that all-important 
question: Do you want to see some- 


thing really scary? And you should. SC 


Ingrid Bergman: In Her Own 
Words 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the 
Opera Plaza Cinema. 
It’s significant that one word should 
make such a difference in Stig Bjork- 
man’s inspiring and appropriately ti- 
tled documentary Ingrid Bergman: In 
Her Own Words. Made with the active 
participation of her children, In Her 
Own Words uses Bergman’s volumi- 
nous diaries and correspondence (read 
in the original Swedish by Alicia Vikan- 
der) to chart her career, as well as the 
controversy and condemnation that

dogged her private life. Bergman was 
publicly crucified in the 1950s — to an 
extent that’s unthinkable now — for 
daring to leave the father of her chil- 
dren for another man. Her career was 
severely damaged, but she didn’t let 
the haters keep her down. In the more 
halcyon days of 1941, Bergman had 
written in her diary of how genuinely 
thrilled she was to play the part of a 
prostitute in Victor Fleming’s Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde, writing joyfully and 
without irony, “Will I ever get a better 
part than the little whore Ivy Pe- 
tersen?” When first published in her 
1980 memoir, and reprinted many 
times since, it was always “the lit- 





word is clearly “whore,” a word that 
would be used against her in the com- 
ing years. It’s in the little moments 
that Bergman shines, a woman un- 
afraid to follow her own path in both 
word and deed. SC 


Rams 
Rated R. Opens Friday at the Opera 
Plaza Cinema. 
You're a grizzled old man whose life is 
herding sheep. Your livelihood is 
threatened when it becomes necessary 
to destroy those sheep. What do you 
do? That’s the outward conflict in 
Grimur Hakonarson’s alternately witty 
and moody Rams, which may make you 
glad that you're not a shepherd in Ice- 
land. Gummi (Sigurdéur Sigurjénsson) 
and Kiddi (Theodor Juliusson) are 
brothers whose sheep farms are next 
to each other in an Icelandic valley, but 
who haven't talked to each other in 
four decades. When Kiddi’s sheep are 
diagnosed with scrapie, a very serious 
disease with a very silly name — and 
one which is spoken so often in the 
film as to beg for a supercut — the 
brothers react to the pressure to 
slaughter their stock in very different 


ways, but are forced to bury the 
hatchet and band together. Rams is 
mannered and deliberately paced ina 
way that belies the fact that it’s a com- 
edy at heart, albeit one about serious 
issues; it’s surely no accident that one 
of the main promotional images is of 
a line of men with sheep pointing at 
their crotches. But Rams also gets 
dark as shit gets real. Gummi and 
Kiddi face off against the march of 
time and inevitability, if not exactly 
progress, and their ram-like obstinacy 
may not prevail. SC 


18th SF IndieFest

Gaucho Marks

When traveling abroad, it’s a 
crime against humanity to eat at Ameri- 
can restaurants — until it isn’t. Some- 
times, you can learn a life-hack, such as 
how McDonald’s in Britain still have the 
deep-fried apple pies, or gain a new ap- 
preciation for standardization. A Filipi- 
no-American friend once told me that 
without Starbucks’ iced coffee — which 
she never patronizes stateside — she 
wouldn't be able to handle visiting Ma- 
nila in the summer. And Munchies ran a 
great story a couple years ago about the 
cultural cross-contaminations that re- 
sulted from importing American-style 
Chinese food to mainland China. (Un- 
suspecting people sometimes ate the 
fortunes right out of their fortune cook- 
ies.) 

Rarely do those countries import 
their chains to us, though. Sure, you 
can eat more niche foreign foods than 
ever in the Bay Area, but most of the 
new stuff is street food or peasant 
fare, at least originally. It’s unusual to 
be presented with the kind of pack- 
aged experiences that the aspirational 
classes would go out for. Enter Fogo 
de Chao, a churrasco that’s arguably 
the most upscale chain in Brazil, 
which has taken over the spot in 
South of Market once occupied by San 
Francisco’s last Chevy’s. It’s big, it’s 
across the street from the Moscone 
Center’s endlessly refreshed hordes of 
business travelers, and it’s begging to 
be expensed. 

It is also in the upper echelon for 
meatiness. Eight or 10 cuts move 
around Fogo’s dining room at any 
given moment — a solid variety, al- 
though not as many as at the inferior 
Espetus in Hayes Valley. The buttery, 
salty New York strip is impossible 
to pass up, as is the bacon-wrapped 
chicken, but if I had to choose one 
meat to subsist upon for the rest of 
my life, it would be leg of lamb. Three 
cuts of sirloin — top, bottom, and 
“house, which is above the top sirloin 
— circulate, and the bottom is indeed 
tops. It was the rarest on both visits, 
curlicuing off as the server sliced it 
expertly against the grain. There’s 
also rib-eye (ancho), chicken legs, and 
a superb pork sausage, each brought 
to you speared on tridents by gaucho 
servers in white coats and red necker- 
chiefs brandishing carving knives. 

Fogo also has a supersized, trendi- 
er-than-average salad bar with Brazil- 
ian kale and arugula salad, sun-dried 
tomatoes, hearts of palm, quinoa tab- 
bouleh, asparagus, prosciutto, and the

like. It’s hard to address this without 
sounding like the snottiest First 
World human of all, but while I don’t 
want to dismiss a salad bar altogether, 
asparagus in February isn’t neces- 
sarily the most important thing to 
Northern California 
foodies, however 
artfully plated. What 
makes up for that 
unnecessary gesture 
are the little things, 
like the plates of gar- 
lic mashed potatoes, 
polenta fries, and 
fried bananas that 
appear while you're 
up getting your fill

The meats might be heavy, 
but the overall touch is light — with 
respect to food. 

At the same time, Fogo de Chao 
feels very Vegas-y. The footprint 
is large; the entrance has a bas-re- 
lief copper sculpture of O Lacador, 
a famous Brazilian statue (he’s as 
majestic as a Roman senator but also

chatter, because on 
both visits I kept 
forgetting what we 
were talking about

into view. I don’t mean to complain 
about the interruptions per se; that’s 
what you're there for. But I wouldn’t 
sit down hoping to have a serious 
conversation, because by the second 
drink, staying on topic is a lost cause. 
And watch what you're drinking: Two 
people could really run up a tab gulp-

ing down $15 caipirinhas. 

The trickier issue is strategic over- 
eating. Maybe this is just my innate 
vulgarity, but when confronted with 
an all-you-can-eat situation, I want 
to leave confident that the restau- 
rant has lost money on me. (If I don’t 
get at least three plates at an Indian 
buffet, I feel as though I have failed.) 
Fogo’s $59.95 price tag ($39.95 for 
lunch) magnifies the issue, because all 
you re really there for is the meat, and 
the meat is inescapable. You have to 
know when to turn your chip to red 
(indicating a pause), when to flip it back 
to green (turning on the meat spigot), 
and when to say no to the gauchos who 
come over offering delicious-looking 
meats even when your chip is red 
(which they do, especially when a table’s 
chips are out of sync) and the meat is 
piling up — and so are the gauchos. It 
can start to feel like air traffic control 
with some auxiliary eating duties. 

Ultimately, though, Fogo de Chao 
assigns itself one fundamental task 
and performs it well. Very little about 
this restaurant jives with the rest of 
the S.F. dining scene, and that’s great, 
because we're probably full up on small 
plates and shared Brussels sprouts for 
the time being. If you want to be full of 
rib-eye for a change, come here.

When I visited ‘Aina, a weekend 
Hawaiian pop-up at 903 Cortland 
Ave. in Bernal Heights, I was sur- 
prised by how flavorful (and SPAM- 
free) it was. Rather, the Kalbi loco 
moco with hearts of palm pico de 
gallo, Korean short ribs, smoked 
mushroom gravy, and sunny-side-up 
eggs were like a dream hangover 
cure. But in its own right, the flavors 
were complex — much more so than 
any rice plate with a scoop of maca- 
roni salad. 

Now ‘aina is taking the flavors of the 
Big Island and going brick-and-mor- 
tar. Chef Jordan Keao’s “love letter” 
to his native island chain will open 
sometime this spring at 900 22nd St. 
in the Dogpatch. 

‘Aina, Hawaiian for “that which 
feeds us,” will expand the menu by 
drawing on Keao’s experience as 
a sushi chef at La Folie to create 
a seasonal menu that sources in- 
gredients from the entire Pacific 
Rim. Oh, and by the way, there is 
plenty of seared SPAM. ‘Aina was 
out there spamming it up at the 
Street Food Festival at Pier 70 last 
August, and frying lots of little 
balls of malasada dough and filling 
them with guava paste, too. The ad- 
dition of a cocktail list will go great 
with the homemade kimchi, SPAM 
musubi, and other classics. Keep an 
eye out for this one.

The Treasury 

is Where the 
Federal Reserve 
Could Convene 
Over Drinks 


The first thing you need to 
know about the Treasury is that the team 
behind it has done a really good job with 
lighting. I recognized that this ranks 
fairly low on the list of reasons why peo- 
ple go to bars, but I’m experiencing 
chronic Edison-bulb fatigue syndrome 
and even thinking about looking at an- 
other illuminated filament is positively 
enervating! So let me just insert a few 
clapping emoji with respect to the mood 
this place sets through its chandeliers 
and crystal all fixtures on beaded chains. 

That team, by the way, consists 
of Arnold Eric Wong (of Bacar, E&O 
Kitchen and Bar, and the now-shut- 
tered wine bar Eos), Phil West (Range 
and Third Rail), and Carlos Yturria 
(A16, Range, and Absinthe). They’ve 
put together a cocktail and bar bite 
menu that’s full of regal touches — 
and indeed, you can elect to have $130 
Tsar Nichoulai caviar service and a 
dozen oysters on the half shell for $39 
— as well as comforting things like 
pigs in a blanket with Savora mustard. 

But it’s a bar, and you go there for 
cocktails. Priced in the $13-$15 range, 
they’re a little more Manhattan than 
San Francisco, but then again, this is 
the Financial District, so a bit of in- 
flation is a given. The best of the four 
that I tried was the smooth, balanced 
Standard Oil (Rittenhouse rye, Dolin 
Rouge vermouth, Drambuie, and coffee 
bitters). If you're iffy on naming things 
after evil corporations of yesteryear, 
head for the Shark Tank (Cutty Sark 
108 scotch, huckleberry and coconut 
shrub, absinthe, and lemon) which 
dresses up the tartness of a Cosmopol- 
itan with some smoke and perfume-y 
depth. 

Back to the decor. The Treasury oc- 
cupies a corner spot in a former bank 
with high ceilings (and therefore some 
echoey acoustics) but lots of mosaic 
tile. It’s opposite the Blue Bottle Coffee 
that opened last June, and both are sit- 
ed correctly to catch or avoid the light 
of day. There are also ornamental piec- 
es flanking the doorframe that look 
like giant matches — a nice touch. The 
Federal Reserve could convene here 
over drinks when it’s time to raise 
interest rates again, or you could have 
a leisurely afternoon of Champagne 
and chicken liver mousse. Just don’t 
show up in sweat pants. — PLK

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Wise Sons’ 
Long-Awaited 
Bagels are 
Nearly Here 


The last time I went home to 
Long Island, my return flight was de- 
layed. Although I effectively started 
my workday at 2:30 a.m. Pacific, I 
felt a little chagrined, arriving in the 
office close to noon. To distract my 
hardworking colleagues and preempt 
any resentment, I opened a bag of ba- 
gels I'd bought at the local bagel store 
near my parents’ house and effec- 
tively couriered from three time 
zones away — and all was well. 

In other words, few things make 
me happier than good bagels. The 
Bay Area’s reputation for lackluster 
product isn’t entirely deserved — 
something I dove deeply into last 
summer — but it’s always good 
to have more options. Wise Sons, 
which has long had a superb bialy, 
has finally introduced its bagel, and 
proprietors Leo Beckerman and 
Evan Bloom are set to open Wise 
Sons Bakery & Bagel at 1520 Fill- 
more St. sometime in the next few 
weeks (or so I am told). 

Now, about these bagels. I had a 
poppy and a sesame, both of which 
were positively slathered in their 
respective toppings. They’re golden 
and plump, fighting back with just 
the right amount of chew, anda 
noticeable shine on the exterior — 
and bonus points for that. Inside, 
the texture was bready but not so 
homogeneous that there weren't 
air pockets. (I like a little assym- 
metry and irregularity; otherwise, 
just slowly kill yourself on Noah’s.) 
Wise Sons’ take a little effort to 
pull apart with your fingers or your 
teeth, and aesthetically, the only 
facet that comes up short is the 
hole. It’s really not supposed to be 
there; my favorite bagels look as if 
they’re swollen shut, like a black 
eye of deliciousness. But the best 
compliment I can bestow is that 
these bagels do not require toast- 
ing.

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When Margaret McCarthy first 
applied to work at the San Francisco Bicycle 
Coalition, in 2012, she was afraid she might 
not be “bike-y enough.” 

“T was convinced that it wasn’t going 
to be the right fit for me, that people 
were going to be like, ‘So how many 
miles do you ride?” she says. “Who 
knows? I ride in regular clothes all the 
time. I’m not a racer, and I’m not a su- 
per-athlete. I ride an eight-speed!” 

It turned out that gear-tooth tattoos 
and Lycra shorts weren't mandatory 
office wear after all, and a little over three 
years later, McCarthy found herself in the 
position of interim executive director. 

It’s a job she'd held for all of 15 business 
days when we meet for a margarita at the 
Latin-American Club on 22nd Street in 
the Mission. 

It’s not a long duration, but then 
again, SFBC is used to doing a lot ina 
short time. The past few years have seen 
profound changes to San Francisco’s 
streetscape as the coalition — working 
with the San Francisco Municipal Trans- 
portion Agency and other sustainable 
transportation nonprofits like Walk SF 
— successfully pushed for new bike lanes 
and traffic-calming features. Vision Zero, 
the city’s goal to eliminate traffic deaths 
by 2024, will owe whatever success it 
achieves in no small part to SFBC’s ad- 
vocacy and the resulting changes to San 
Francisco's transit infrastructure. 

Do people ever throw these accom- 
plishments back into McCarthy’s face, 
asking when enough’s enough? 

Oh yes, she says. “I’ve encountered all 
these types of questions. What we know 
at the SFBC is that we’ve done a lot — 
the longer you've been here, the more 
change you've seen — but if you know 
what it will take to get San Francisco to 
meet its own load-shift goals to get more 
people moving sustainably, you know it’s 
nowhere near enough.” 

But the city moves in a lower gear. 
Transit advocates recognized the sepa- 
rated bike lanes along the three blocks 
of Polk Street just north of Market as 
among the country’s best new bike lanes, 
but the lane runs for only three blocks. 
Similar projects will break ground this 
year on the remainder of Polk, as well as 
on Masonic Avenue and Second Street 
But if McCarthy were elevated to dicta- 
tor, what would her first project be? 

“Market Street,” she says. “Protected 
lanes both ways, all the way to The Em- 
barcadero.” 

It’s already the most biked street west 
of the Mississippi, counting over 1 mil- 


not my pun, but people like to say it’s a 
virtuous cycle. More people have a direct 
experience with the lanes, and then you 
get more lanes, and then more people 
want to bike on them.” 

A Haight resident, McCarthy rides her 
chartreuse PUBLIC — “the same color 
Michelle Obama wore to the first inaugu- 
ration” — unless it’s raining too hard or 
she has too much to carry, in which case 
she rides Muni. (She doesn’t use Uber or 
Lyft.) As a PUBLIC rider who also lives 
ona sizeable hill — disclosure: I’ve been 
an SFBC member for years, too — I note 
that they’re not the lightest of objects. 

“You haven't been on my mom’s 
mountain bike,” she says. 

Although her family were avid recre- 
ational cyclists, it was when she was liv- 
ing in the Lower Haight and working at 
a coffee shop in the Richmond that Mc- 
Carthy really got into biking. Leaving the 
house at 4:30 a.m. presents few trans- 
portation alternatives, and she quickly 
grew to love smelling the plants on quiet, 
foggy rides through Golden Gate Park. 

It hasn't always been smooth sailing: 
McCarthy was struck by a car in a hit- 
and-run on Polk Street a few years ago. 
She refers to the incident as a “crash,” 
and not an “accident.” (In the parlance of 
Vision Zero, all traffic deaths and injuries 
are considered preventable — so strictly 
speaking, there are no accidents.) 

“I was hardly injured at all, which was 
surprising because I was hit pretty hard, 
and ruined my rear wheel,” she says. 
“Everyone in the Tenderloin was magical 
and tried to help me and chase the car 
that ran away. People went to the cafes to 
see if anyone had camera footage! It’s a 
key example of why infrastructure would 
make a difference, because if we had a bike 
lane there, I don’t think that would have 
happened.” 

However dangerous bad drivers may 
be, we've all seen asshole cyclists, too. 
Since the interim executive director of the 
Bicycle Coalition must conduct herself as 
an ambassador for the community at all 
times, is there one particular aspect of bad 
cyclist etiquette that gets under her skin? 

McCarthy takes a sip of her margarita 
but doesn’t quite take the bait. “SFBC is a 
safety-focused organization,” she says. “I 
think it’s very important to always treat 
everyone else on the road respectfully, with 
courtesy. We give out 5,000 or more Rules 
of the Road postcards a year, and the first 
thing it says on there is ‘Pedestrians have 
the right of way. Everyone’s a pedestrian 
some of the time. If there’s any ambiguity, 
why not just yield?”

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How To Cratt A Killer Remix 


Tips from electronic trio Autograf, masters of the art form

The Chicago electronic trio 
Autograf formed a few years ago when 
three friends (Jake Carpenter, Louis 
Kha, and Mikul Wing) decided to start 
an art group of sorts. They built pop 
art-inspired creations, such as an 8-foot- 
tall can of soup, threw parties, and even- 
tually turned to making music. 

But rather than craft original piec- 
es of work, Autograf chose to make 
remixes. 

“When you put out your very first 
song, that’s almost the hardest one be- 
cause it’s hard to get people to listen to 
it,” Kha says. “That’s why remixes are 
helpful, because you're working with 
something recognizable that people 
already know.” 

The first remix, released in 2014, 
was a reinvention of rapper 50 Cent’s 
club banger “Magic Stick” into a hazy, 
glitched-out, deep house jam. Then fol- 
lowed riffs on artists such as Amtrac, 
Marvin Gaye, Stevie Wonder, and Phar- 
rell, to name just a few. It wasn’t until 
last May that Autograf dropped their 
first original creation, “Dream,” which 
will be on their upcoming EP. 

Though Autograf still makes re- 
mixes, they’re now mostly “official” 
send-ups commissioned by the original 
artists (like Fatboy Slim, Christina Per- 
ri, Odesza, Alesso, and The Grisswolds). 
This means that not only is the band 
paid to remix songs, but that artists 
actually want them to do so. Now that’s 
impressive. (Cue Drake’s “Started From 
The Bottom.”) 

SF Weekly spoke with the members 
of Autograf and got their recipe on how 
to successfully concoct a remix. 


1. Don't choose a song just because 
it’s popular: 

“Tt seems like what a lot of newbie remix- 
ers will do is find whatever song is hot 
right now and then remix that just to try 
to blow up real fast,” Carpenter says. “But, 
really, the advice I would give is to remix a 
song that inspires you or that you hear 
something in. Even though it might not 
be anew, hot single, your remix will sound 
better and get alot more attention.” 

For example, the trio's third single 
was a remix of the 1967 Marvin Gaye 
song “I Heard It Through The Grape- 
vine.” Even though the original was al- 
most 50 years old, it became Autograf’s 
biggest hit, swiftly garnering thousands 
of listeners on SoundCloud. Even today, 
the song has more listens (1.51 million) 
than many of the newer tracks that the 
act has remixed.

2. Choose a song of a different 
genre: 

Although most remixes tend to be of a 
different genre than the original, this 
is still a good reminder to think (or lis- 
ten) outside of the box when choosing 
a song. “It makes you work outside of 
your comfort zone, and you end up ex- 
panding your palette and making 
something that you wouldn't have 
made otherwise,’ Carpenter says. 


3. Find an acapella version of the 
song to work with: 

If you can get a stripped-down version 
of the song, it will be easier to excise 
the vocals for your remix. “You can do 
it without, but it’s a lot harder,” Car- 
penter says. “It’s really hard to cut out 
all the background music.” It’s espe- 
cially difficult to do with a chorus, he 
adds, which is why you're better off us- 
ing an acapella version of the song. 


4. Keep it legal 

To date, none of Autograf’s remixes (all 
of which are posted on SoundCloud) 
has been removed from the site. Tech- 
nically speaking, they’re bootleg re- 
mixes (because permission from the 
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originator was not obtained), but 
they’re legal (for the most part) be- 
cause the band doesn't sell the tracks 
or make money directly from them. 


5. Sometimes it's better to ask 
for permission after the fact: 
Most of Autograf’s remixes these days 
are commissioned by artists, but back 
in the day, when they were first start- 
ing out (and making bootlegs), they 
rarely reached out to artists for per- 
mission. And, of course, the one time 
they did reach out to an artist, they got 
shut down and never ended up releas- 
ing the song. “We asked for permission 
instead of begging for forgiveness,” 
Carpenter says. “We should have just 
put the song out and seen if they’d no- 
tice. And then just begged for forgive- 
ness if they wanted us to take it down.” 


6. Expect some backlash: 

“Some people can get pretty butt-hurt 
about it because you are indirectly 
making a career of using some of their 
work,” Carpenter says. “Even though 
you re not directly being paid for it or 
selling it, it is launching your career.” 
Because remixes are a legal gray area,

there’s no standard on how to deal 
with butt-hurt artists. But there’s al- 
ways a chance you could still get in 
trouble, he adds. “People can sue you 
for it, I guess.” 


7. Be proud of your remix: 

There are some sects of society that 
poo-poo the art of remixing because 
it’s not original work. But then again, 
everything we create is derivative. “If 
you look at any great art over the his- 
tory of mankind, they’re all sort of 
copies,” Carpenter points out. “The Ro- 
mans copied the Greeks, who copied 
the Egyptians. As long as you're chang- 
ing it and it’s actually different, then it 
has merit and deserves as much respect 
as the original.”

Parties in San

Although most histories of 
American rave culture began in the Mid- 
west — and rightfully so — a parallel 
history was written here in the Bay 
Area, beginning in the late ‘80s and 
early ‘90s. Jonah Sharp, a Scottish ex-

quite sound like it. (Oddly enough, this 
turns out to be the EP’s greatest strength 
and its most noticeable weakness.) 
Sutures’ knack for sound design is remark- 
able. Each of the EP’s six tracks is rich and 
idiosyncratic; no track sounds like the 
other, but they’re united by a dark mood 
that, refreshingly, is neither bleak nor 
grim. (Noisy, blackened industrial techno, 
this is certainly not.) Indeed, after several 
thorough listens, I find myself gravitating 
to very different elements throughout: The 
needling, emotional melodies in “Stitch” 
contrasted against the brooding, dub-fla- 
vored basslines of “Interrupt,” for instance. 
The percussion is where the record leaves 
me wanting. With the exception of “Stitch,” 
which features lovely staggered drums, 
most of the tracks employ a fairly simplistic 
4/4 beat — hence why they feel like 
techno, even though they don’t sound like 
it. As such, the record feels a bit confused 
about its purpose. Nevertheless, it’s an ac- 
complished debut and recommended lis- 
tening, and with tightened focus, their 
following works will be something to be- 
hold.

You know you've made it as an artist when Drake remixes one of your songs, or 
a professional athlete mimics one of your dance moves. And when both of these 
things happen, as is the case with Atlanta trio Migos, you know you ve definitely 
made it. The group first gained national attention with its debut single, “Ver- 
sace,” whose chorus is simply the word “Versace” repeated 18 times. Simplicity 
aside, it’s a catchy song that was one of the first to introduce a bouncier, more 
upbeat vein of trap that would dominate strip clubs (and regular clubs) for years 
to come. Once the buzz from “Versace” died down (it was ranked as a “Best Song 
of 2015” by Rolling Stone, Pitchfork, Spin, Complex, and XXL), Migos released a 
blitzkrieg of mixtapes, despite the fact that one of its members was in jail. The 
group’s signature dance move became the subject of the September 2015 single 
“Look at My Dab,” sparking a string of imitations by NBA and NFL players (who 
still continue to do it, chief among them Cam Newton). Though it’s up for de- 
bate on who created “the dab,” Migos are the first to turn it into something 
more than just a dance move. The dab, they say, is also a fashion statement. For 
an idea of what kind of fashion that is, just listen to “Versace.” Jessie Schiewe

It’s been 16 years since Ja Rule and Ashanti teamed up for their chart-topper 
“Always On Time,’ so it’s understandable if their reunion tour seems a bit ran- 
dom to you. (It does to me.) Though the rapper and singer were labelmates on 
Murder Inc., they only collaborated on half a dozen songs together. And it’s not 
like they were exclusive: Both Ashanti and Ja Rule have worked with dozens of 
other artists of the opposite sex in their careers. So what does this tour really 
mean? It means they’re both struggling in their careers and need the money 
and publicity that comes from touring, even if it is 16 years after the fact. “Al- 
ways On Time’ was the pair’s most successful single, spending two weeks at the 
top of the Billboard Hot 100 and becoming a staple in every Bar/Bat Mitzvah 
DJ’s music library. But was it good enough to inspire legions of millennials to 
shuck up $50 a decade and a half later to see the song performed live? I guess 
we'll have to wait and find out.

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INTROPERVERT DUMPS EXTROPERVERT

Gay male in my late 20s. I recently ended things with a 
guy. Our relationship started as a strictly sexual one. We're 
both involved in the kink scene in our city and have inter- 
ests that align in a particularly great way. Quickly it be- 
came clear there was a real connection. The next two 
months were great! I had a toothbrush at his place within 
three weeks. But early on, Inoticed that he was a much 
more extroverted person than I was. He would laugh 
loudly at movies, work the room at parties, say things 
about kink in the middle of crowded restaurants. I prefer to 
blend in. Initially I thought of this as “the price of admis- 
sion,” one I was willing to pay, but it soon became tiresome. 
I ended things, telling him that there were conflicts with 
our personalities that made a relationship difficult, not 
specifying what. He fell for me—he’s stated it over and 
over—but I don't want him to think he has to change who 
he is to be with me. I’m confused, Dan. I loved beingin a re- 
lationship again (I've been single for a VERY long time), 
the sex is great, and finding someone who shares your 
kinks and you're attracted to emotionally is rare. We havea 
tonin common when he's being down-to-earth. He's ask- 
ing me to reconsider. Was I right to end this? 

Tired Of Being Single 


He shouldn't have to change who he is to be with 
you, TOBS, but what if he wants to? 

It’s unlikely he’ll morph into an always-quiet- 
ly-tittering, always-discreetly-kinking introvert, 
just as you're unlikely to morph into a braying, 
oversharing extrovert. But if making an effort to 
dial it back is the price he has to pay to be with 
you—along with reserving convos about his kinks 
(and, by inference, your kinks) for fetish clubs and 
play parties—why not let him decide if he’s willing 
to pay? 

Gays represent a tiny percentage of the general 
population, TOBS, and kinky gays represent a not- 
so-tiny-but-still-smallish percentage of the gay pop- 
ulation. I don’t think you have to marry this man, 
regardless of his flaws, just because you're gay and 
your kinks align. But you should think twice about 
discarding a guy who’s gay and kinky and whose 
company you enjoy most of the time just because 
he gets on your nerves now and then. 

At the very least, you owe it to yourself, just as 
you owe it to him, to be specific about the reasons 
you pulled the plug—because he might want to 
make an effort to win you back. 

There’s a lot that’s good here—your kinks align 
(rare!) and you enjoy spending some-but-not-all 
of your time together (common!)—and there are 
always work-arounds for the bad. An example from 
my own life: My husband is way more extroverted 
than I am. So sometimes he goes to movies, restau- 
rants, clubs, and concerts without me. I stay home 
and read or sleep or clean. And then, when he gets 
home, we have something to talk about—how the 
movie was, whether the restaurant was any good, 
who was out at the clubs, and if there were any cute 
boys in the band. He doesn’t make me go out; I 
don’t make him stay home. It’s a work-around that 
works for us. 

With some effort, TOBS, you could find the 
work-arounds that work for you two: He makes an 
effort, when you nudge him, to dial it back; he goes 
to comedies with his friends, dramas with you; if 
he’s working a room, he won't take offense if you 
slip into another room. 

Give it—give him—a chance. 


I'ma gay male college student in a healthy D/s 


relationship with a bisexual guy. My boyfriend posts 
pictures of our kink sessions to his Tumblr. (No faces.) A 
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trans woman active in campus queer politics confronted 
me today. Ze had seen my boyfriend's Tumblr (!) and 
recognized me (!!!). Ze demanded I stop engaging in 
BDSM because ze has to see me on campus and know- 
ing my boyfriend “controls and abuses” me is triggering 
for zir. Ze said images of me in medical restraints were 
particularly traumatizing. Ze was shaking and crying, 
and I wound up comforting zir. I stupidly let zir think I 
would stop. Now what? 

Scenario Utterly Bananas 

PS. Ze also threatened to out my boyfriend if ze 
saw new pictures go up on his Tumblr. My boyfriend is 
already out—about being bi and being kinky—so he 
laughed it off. But how fucked up is that? 


You tell this woman you take orders from your 
boyfriend, SUB, not from random campus nutcas- 
es. You advise zir to stay away from Tumblr porn 
ze finds traumatizing. And if ze pushes back, you 
explain to zir that if anyone’s being controlling and 
abusive here, it’s zir. And if ze starts shaking and cry- 
ing, SUB, direct zir to the student health center. 

And for your own protection, SUB, tell zir all of 
this with at least one witness present. Document 
everything, and if ze keeps getting in your face about 
your consensual, nonabusive D/s relationship, take 
the ironic step of filing a restraining order against zir. 


I'ma 24-year-old gay male. My boyfriend and I 
have been together for just over a year. I have a hang-up 
when it comes to anal sex. I like bottoming, and I’ve had 
my fair share of great experiences, but I’ve bottomed 
only once with my boyfriend. I think I've identified why: 
The ceremonies around anal sex (the lube and condoms 
part) turn me off due to the smell of the lube and the 
sound of the condom wrapper.
